DECREE OF THE NATIONAL CONVEN- 
TION, May 9. 

Art. I. Ships of war and privateers are authori- 
fed to feize and carry into the ports of the Repub- 
lic, merchant veffels which are wholly or in part 
loaded with provifions, being neutral property, 
bound to an enemy’s port, or having on board 
merchandize beloning to an enemy. 

Art. Il. Merchandize belonging tothe enemy, 
is declared a lawful prize, feizable for the profit of 
the captor. Provifions being neutral property, 
thall be paid for at the price they would have fold 
for at the a were they where bound. 

Art. Il. Oa every occafion nevtral veffels, 
thail be immediately releafed the moment the pro- 
vifion found on board are landed, or the feizure of 
merchandize fhall be effeéted. The freight tha}l 
be fettied at the rate paid by the charterers; a pro- 
per compenfation thall be granted for detention of 
the veffels by the tribunals, who are to adjudge 
the prizes. 

Art. 1V. Thefetribunals thali caufe to be made 
out within three days after the judgement has been 
given a copy of the manifelt of the provifions aud 
goods found on board, tothe minifter of the ma- 
via and another copy tothe minifer for foreign 
affairs. 





By the Britifh Packet Halifax, in 48 days from 
Falmouth, we have extra@ed the following : 
Lonvon, June 4. 


The letters received yefterday from Ofiend, da- 
ted the 31( ultimo, bring, intelligence of the 
atmoft importance. The following are the parti- 
culars as extracted from feveral : 

** Oo the goth at night, there arrived as Of- 
tend, from England, 47 fail of tran{ports, having 
on board the dragoon guards, the Queens light 
dragoons, the new legion of French emigrants 
raifed in England, under the command of La 
Chartre, a nomber of draughts from different 
corps, and an immenfe fepply of hay, oats, arms 
of all kinds, ftores and provifions for the grand 
armies. The troops horfes and ftores were all 
landed fafely. 

* This morning a moft unexpected alarm was 
given, that the active Republicans, whom, from 
the vain glorious accounts publifhed of the viétory 
at Famars, we had conceived to be quite demolith- 
ed, had made a fortie from Lille, and had cut to 
pieces two of the beft Dutch regiments. The 
Hoellanders ftood with their afual intrepidity, uo- 
til their ranks were fo thinned and broken as to 
make further rejitance impoflibie, when the great- 
er part of the furvivors were taken prifoners. 

** We had fearcely recovered from the impref- 
fion made by this intelligence, when a new, and 
to us a more eminent alarm was given. News 
was this day brought us, that laft night a bo- 
dy of French troops to the amount of 7,000 had 
marched from Dunkirk, and at 12 0’clock of the 
30th had attacked Fernes : A body of Dutch and 
Aoftrian troops to the number of 1,200, who 
were pofted there, made a vigorous refiflance, but 
they were forced to yield to fuperior numbers. — 
The French entered the place and and took poffef- 
fion of all the ftores and amunition depofited there 
for the afe of the campaign. At this inftant the 
fying Dutch and Auftrians are entering Offend 
for thelter, and I cannot give you any idea of the 
panic which has feized al! defcriptions of -people. 
We expe&t the French here this evening, and we
